Endians Coming In.

Prxe Rings, Jan. 12.—During the 
morning a number of braves and 
squawse arrived on horseback and in 
wagons. Since noon, however, the 
hostiles have made a rapid advance 
and about a thousand of them have ar- 
rived to within a thousand yards of 
the pickets outside the agency. The 
Indians will not be permitted to enter 
the agency, and communication with 
them from within has been prohibited. 
When they do come in the Ogallalla 
Sioux will be stationed near Red 
Cloud’s house west of the agency, 
while the Brules will be placed on the 
east. General Miles has just closed a 
short talk with American Horse and 
his band. The Indians are at the 
Mission, six miles away, and Father 
Jute has made arrangements with 
General Miles for a conference with 
the chiefs this morning. It is expected 
the Indians will come in either as 
friends or-hostiles, and the conference 
may determine which. Father Jute 
came to the agency last night and 
brought news of the arrival of Indians 
at the Mission. He informed General 
Miles the Indians are in a friendly 
mood, and inclined to come in peace- 
bly. He said the chiefs would be in 
in the morning, and there was a posi- 
bility that terms might be made. 

The General consented to receive 
them, and Short Bull, Kicking Bear 
and Little Wound will confer with 
him to-day. Father Jute says the

Sr. Lous, Jan. 12,—The t dis- 
patches from the Pine Ridge Agency 
read: General Miles determined this 
morning not to parley nor confer again 
with the Indians, and this morning he. 
sent a messenger to the hostiles camped 
at the Mission, stating his terms. He 
says they must come into the Agency 
in small squads and go into camp in 
grounds*near the friendly Indians. He 
would not object if they chose their 
own Camping grounds, but the Brules 
and Ogaliallas must not camp together 
and .they must submit to the laws 
governing the reservation and to its 
agents. lt is learned from an official 
source that this is General Miles final 
action. If the Indians do not accept 
these terms, Miles will go after them 
and there will be a fight sure.

A Horrible Murder.

OAKLAND, Jan. 12.—C. C. Satauels, 

a brakeman on the Central overland, 
was stabbed and ‘killed this morning 
by Zob McGregor, a waiterin a res- 
taurant on the Oakland Mole. The 
men had some trouble at a dance on 
Saturday night, and when Samuels 
ordered breakfast at the restaurant 
this morning McGregor refused to 
serve him. In the altercation which 
followed Samuels was stabbed in the 
abdomen, dying almost instantly. 
McGregor was arrested. When Mc- 
Gregor refused to wait on Samuels 
the latter threw him down. The men 
were parted by bystanders, and Mc- 
Gregor was induced to fill his order. 
He refused, however, to give hima 
kniie or fork. Samuels ordered him 
to get them, but finally said ‘“*I will 
get them myself,’’ and started to go 
behind the counter. McGregor ordered 
him to keep out, and as Samuels ad- 
vanced he seized a long bread knife 
and stabbed Samuels in the abdomen. 
Samuels fell back and exclaimed with 
an oath ‘‘you have killed me!’’ Mc- 
Gregor replied: ‘‘I intended to do 
you up.”’ Samuels expired alinost in- 
stantly. 
McGregor, who is only 18 years old, 
was much overcome at the result of 
the quarrel and sobbed bitterly. He 
denied that they had trouble over a 
girl, and said they had always been 
friends and he didn’t fntend to kill 
Samuels. The latter was 26 years of 
age, and leaves a mother and sister in 
San Francisco. It is also stated that 
he has a wie in Yolo county from 
whom be has been separated. The 
inquest will be held on Tuesday.

Behring wea Controversy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Behring 
Sea sealeries controversy came up io 
the United States Supreme Court to- 
day on a motion which has in view 
the judicial determination of the dis- 
pute between the United States and 
Great Britain over the seal fisheries. 
Joseph M. Choat, in behalf of Thomas 
Henry Cooper, owner and claimant of 
the British schooner, W. P. Sayward, 
which was seized in the waters of the 
Behring Sea by the revenue cutter, 
Rush, petitioned the Court for a writ 
of prohibition to be directed to the 
Judge of the District Court of the 
United States in and for the territory 
of Alaska, restraining him from pro- 
ceeding with the condemnation and 
sales of vessels. The object is to have 
the court take up and pass upon the 
jurisdiction over these waters. 

The Justice made an order giving the 
Attorney General two weeks to file an 
answer to the brief of Choat, and for 
giving reason, if any, why the petition 
should not be granted.

The Strike in Glasgow.

During the past few days there has 
been several minor accidents though 
they do not seem to be due to the in- 
experience of new hands, yet the 
strikers will make capital out of them. 
The Caladonian railroad is now fully 
manned. The centers of dissatisfac- 
tion are Edinburgh, Perth, Aberdeen, 
Sterling and Dundee. At Motherwell, 
Hamilton and Polmadie, where men 
have been slowly reinstated upon tak- 
ing the terms of the railroads, the 
strikers are giving the greatest trouble.

The railroad offi- 
cials intend to make a temporary re- 
duction of the passenger service to 
enable them to overtake the freight 
service. The position of the North 
British railroad is still very bad and it 
seems more than possible that this 
road will lose a considerable portion of 
its traffic and the Caledonian road be 
the gainer by it.

cannot afferd to spend the $50,000 
it would cost to try the experi- 
ment. They claim, too, that all 
that is necessary can be done by 
the Legislature if the mem- 
bers will go to work at 
it with the intention of 
bringing it sbout. On the other 
hand many claim—and we believe 
the majority —that a Constitutional 
Convention is the only thing that 
will bring us the needed relief. 
The GAZETTE favors a Constitu- 
tional Convention, not because the 
relief sought could not be - had 
through Legislative enactment if 
the members would de ther duty, 
but because past experience has 
taught us that they will not, or 
have notin years gone by given 
us much relief. On the contrary 
they have run things with a high 
hand, and actually made places for 
defunct politicians. Now even 
there is a movement on foot in this 
county to make another office at 
the Asylum to be filled by some 
old back number. Nevada has a 
good constitution, but there are 
too many loop holes in it for the 
politicians to crawl through. We 
believe if the Legislature would 
follow out the GAZETTE’s sugges- 
tion editorially made a few days 
ago, that it would fully satisfy the 
people without holding a Consti- 
tutional Convention, but when it 
cemes to reducing their own num 
ber and cutting down the per 
diem, experience has taught us 
that they will not do it.

The a for — 
necessary to connect the two quanti- 
ties of stored water and land should 
be engineered thoroughly and mapr ~d 
out with estimates of cost, ete. The 
whole should be printed and put at the 
service of any one who could be ex- 
pected to make investments: or aid in 
securing any. If it was desired adver- 
tising in eastern journals, or agents 
conld be sent to secure capital. 
All this should be done by the State 
funds, and it need not cost a greatsum. 
The exploring has all been done and 
notime or money need be spent in 
hunting up locations. All that is 
necessary is to make exact invesitiga- 
tions of those already known and ad- 
vertise them ustil capital is pursuaded 
touse them. They need not all be 
done at once, but there should be no 
cessation of work until all is finished. 
The sum of $100,000 would be well ex- 
pended in such a service. 
The work of storage and control of 
water saved might very properly fall 
to districts formed on the different 
water sheds. It wovld be better in 
mariy ways for it to be done by dis- 
tricts than counties, especially on long 
streams like the Carson and Hum- 
boldt, where the expense would be 
local, bu’ the benefits spread all along 
the valley through several counties. 
Funds should be raised by a tax on 
all the property inside the lines of the 
districts, as all such could afford to 
pay for the creation of va!ues in their 
vicinity, which never fails to benefit 
all around. It could not be done by 
taxing only the lands which are to be 
benefitted, for there is no value in 
them until. the money has been spent 
and the reclamation completed. It 
remains, therefore, for the State to re- 
main as it is or for the task to be taken 
np and carried out by property owners” 
with some breadth of spirit.

Atfred ©. Porter Laid to Hest 
With Impressive Ceremonies.

Then if some capitalist or company 
wanted power.for a factory employing 
large numbers of men and large sums 
of money, the district could afford to 
build a dam in some suitable place 
and thus insure them a constant source 
of power, either charging an annual 
rental or granting it free for a term of 
years Or as a perpetual bonus, as was 
desired. If new lands were to be re- 
claimed the same methods could be 
followed and the charge made or the 
benefit granted in lieu of the equiva- 
lent realized by the Cammunity in the 
creation of new property and the in- 
crease of old values thereby. Or one 
property could be granted the privilege 
and another charged if the application 
was more or less difficult, or the bene- 
fits of the people in the district war- 
ranted it. 

The system would be as flexible as 
any could be, and there would be no 
need for the government or public to 
aid development further. Forthe ap- 
plication of water to land or for its use 
as power,the nse of private capital 
should be invoked. When the State 
was assured of the ability of applicants 
to carry out a scheme, the lands could 
be sold to them, and with water suffi- 
cient guaranteed the inducement 
would be sufficient to induce invest- 
ments wherever thefe is good land 
within reach of the supply. If stor- 
age was cheap it could be given asa

We exact this to prevent fraud and to 
protect the real owners, as there are oc- 
casions when fraud is attempted. 

“One man got up hurriedly at day- 
break one morning and dressed rapidly 
so as to leave the train at a small sta- 


_ tion before breakfast. He wasadrummer 


and the night before he had had a birth- 
day jubilee all to himself. In his dazed 
state next morning, and in his haste to 
be ready to leave the car at his station, 
he left bis watch and money under his 
pillow. 

‘“‘We had a green porter on that car, 
who, when he made up the drummer's 
berth, announced in a loud voice that 
‘some gemman had gone an’ lef’ ’is 
ticker an’ wad.’
